Tbe  Anoasl  Report  just  issued  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Tfeaasry  shows  that 
for  the  past  year  tbe  expenses  of  tbe 
Government,  in  roaod  oambeis,  are 
30  mUltoDS  of  dollars  more  tbss  in  tbe 
previous  fiscal  year.  This  is  s  fact  that 
that  should  be  noted.  What  ia  ita  sig- 
niflcapcr  ?  Aiotrng  tbe  Jteina  ia  that  of 
•a.*2t.tffA86  iecreese  of  inter* «  upon 
the  public  debt.  Why  should  this  be, 
wbea  there  has  been  ao  much  political 
capital  ssade  about  lessened  interest  by 
refunding  ?  President  Hayee  io  bis 
tor  usage  recommends  the  maintenance 
of  “existing  law*”  iu  regard  to  “tbe  ac¬ 
cumulation  of  a  sinking  (und  sufficient 
to  exunguiab  tbe  public  debt  witbiu  a 
hm.tc-d  period.”  lhat  souoda  well,  but 
it  ia  oot  ia  harmony  with  tbe  steady  io- 
cfeaae  of  the  interest  burden,  aor  with

Why  should  the  Treasury  iaaue  “no 
other  mosey  than  eofigritutiouaJ  coins”? 
The  same  aewspaper  which  rcoomqranda 
the  measure  hag  repes  edly  aaid  that  the 
coin  “cannot  be  forced  into  circulation’ 
—or  words  to-  t  hat  effect.  The  answer 
it  id  that  part  of  the  recommesdation 
which  implies  that  private  c  orporstioos, 
the  National  Banka,  must  have  tbe 
monopoly  of  iaauiug  paper,  the  only  kind 
of  money  that  will  circulate.  Non -in¬ 
terest.  public  leg  »1  tefcder  notes  mast  be 
got  out  of  circulation  iu  order  tha  iu- 
tereat-dLwing  private  notes  may  beg  ot 
in  tlteir  jplacv,  aud  become  the  sole  our- 
reacy*  ol  the  country.  The  government 
may  jtacnp  coin,  which  cannot  be  made 
to  circulate,  to  any  coD»h)erable  extent, 
but  tfa^»  people  must  not  bo  allowed  to 
iasna  legal  tender  note**  because  tbe 
effect  'would  be  to  deaMor  monopoly, 
and  k^ll  interest  and  speculation.  Tbe 
people,  how  ever,  are  expected  to  endorse 
tbe  otherwise  worthless  note)  of  the 
baDka,  and  Ibe  bunkers  in  retnr^  exact 
from-Vbe  endoraerva  tax  for  rising  »he 
notes.  Tbe  Frenchman  didnot  slander  ua 
greatly  when  be  said  America  contained 
about  forty  inilliona  of  people — mostly 
fools.  Tbe  Advertiser,  from  its  bard 
money  standpoint,  hiU  it  exactly  when 
it  says  the  people  roust  “pay  i>tkrzst," 
aud  in  order  that  usurers  and  speoulatoia 
may  control  the  money,  produce  and  la¬ 
bor  markets,  “the  Treasury  should  issue 
no  other  money  than  constitutional 
coin.  ” 

Let  us,  as  liberty  foviog  America u 
^citizen*,  refer  to  our  Constitution.  Io 
■  tbe  first  article  of  that  instrument  we 
read  that  “No  title  of  nobility  (.ball  be 
gran  ted  by  the  United  States”— tbe 
spirit  and  meaning  of  which  is  that  no 
special  honors  or  privileges  shall  be  en¬ 
joyed  by  one  citizen  or  class  at  tbe  ex¬ 
pense  of  the  others.  Yet  it  i*  seriously 
proposed  to  create  the  title  of  Oaptsiu- 
General  for  ex  President  'Gruut,  and  tai 
the  nation  $50,000  a  year  to  support  the 
rank.  Surely,  we  are  tending  toward 
a  nobility  uever  intended  by  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  patriots,  who-fooght  Great  Brit¬ 
ain  to  establish  their  freedom  from  tax¬ 
ation  to  support  a  tilled  aristoorwey. 
It  would  8rem  to  be  almost  in  order  for 
some  of  tbe  stalwart  Republican  leader* 
of  to-day  to  declare  tbe  War  of  Iude- 
peoJeuce  a  failure,  and  pass  a  platform 
resolution  censuring  oUr  forefathers  for 
their  mistaken  rebel])  on  against  Kiug 
George  III.  But  sarcasm  aside,  is  it  not 
a  fact  that  tbe  Constitutional  prohibition 
adverted  t  o  is  already  in  effect  a  dead 
letter?  Representative  ChitUnden  wants 
a  declaration  from  tbe  Supreme-Court 
against  legal  tender  paper  money  except 
as  a  war  me  asnre.  Why  not  b  re  argued 
the  conatitot  tonality,  in  time <f  peace,  of 
our  un-American  National  Bank  and 
Bond  System  ?  What  better  aristocracy, 
so  far  as  the  privilege  of  living  without 
work  by  taxing  others  ia  concerned, 
could  be  devise  d  than  that  enjoyed  by 
an  American  Blinker  and  bondholder  ? 

Plainly,  enough,  the  bulwarks  which 
our  forefathers  eatab  fished  against  a 
titled  nobility  have  been  greatly  weak¬ 
ened,  if  not  thrown  down.  While  tbe 
cation  baa  added  to  its  constitution 
amendments  prohibiting  slavery  and 
guaranteeing  to  all  lira  rights  of  citiseo. 
ship,  without  respect  to  "nice,  color,  or 
previous  condition  of  servitude/’  cor¬ 
rupt  aad  mb  guided  legislation  baa  been 
helping  on  a  worse  kind  of  slavery  which 
threatens  more  than  a  geographic*)  di- 
'  virion  of  the  Union.  Tbs  New  Rebel¬ 
lion  ol  tha  Money  Power  means  tbe 
fve*b»rw.  even  shoe,  North,  South, 
East  and  W.*»,  of  American  Liberty.  It 
means,  wit)  oot  doubt,  tbe  erection  of  a 
men  led  aristocracy  upon  tbe  repyblic’e 
rains,  with  Grant  at  the  helm,  either  aa 
President  or  "Captain  General” — an  leas 
t$e  people  ewake  to  see  tbe  dangers  that 
n^enace  their  institutions.  The  program 
ita  foreahodowed  in  tha  ex  President’* 
electioneering  receptions  throughout  the 
country,  and  the  financial  rmuaoi*o<la- 
lions  io  fsvpr  of  the  Beak  Power  by  the 
present  administration.
